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Editor's  Note 


'Why  we  have  a  yearbook" 


Dr.  Richard  McClintock  writes 
in  the  1996  Kaleidoscope  that 
ever  since  the  publication's 
founding  in  1893,  there  always 
has  been  trouble  completing 
each  year's  edition.  At  the 
outset,  the  student  body  was 
eager  to  offer  aid  to  the  editor 
of  the  first  edition,  Dandndge 
Spotswood  1893.  Yet  by  the 
spring,  the  founding  editor 
was  one  of  the  only  students 
left  working  on  the  yearbook; 
the  rest  had  fallen  away,  either 
because  of  obligations  to  other 
organizations  or  lack  of  interest. 
Now  that  the  Kaleidoscope  is 
firmly  footed  in  its  second 
century  of  existence,  it  seems 
that  even  keeping  an  editor  has 
become  a  difficult  task.  In  May 
2007therewerethreeunfinished 
volumes  of  the  yearbook,  each 
without  its  original  editor. 
Those  speculating  on  the  cause 
of  this  have  offered  reasons 
ranging  from  student  apathy 
to  students'  time-consuming 
studies. 

Whatever  the  reason  that 
former  editors  have  had  to 
abandon  their  projects,  the 
yearbooks'  delinquencies 

caused  some  to  question  the 
necessity  for  the  Kaleidoscope 
to  even  exist.    These  persons' 


concerns  are  well-founded :  If  the 
student  body  is  not  interested 
enough  to  make  a  yearbook,  then 
why  would  they  want  one  after 
it  has  been  completed?  I  can 
only  answer  this  by  stating  that 
it  is  not  for  the  current  student 
or  the  recently-graduated  that 
the  Kaleidoscope  is  produced. 
It  is  for  the  alumnus,  looking 
back  ten,  twenty,  thirty,  or  even 
more  years  since  his  graduation 
that  the  yearbook  exists.  It  is 
the  most  tangible  and  complete 
relic  from  his  college  years;  the 
object  to  which  he  refers  when 
nostalgia  starts  to  swell. 

It  is  hard  to  imagine  that 
things  like  Facebook  or  digital 
photos  stored  on  a  hard  drive 
will  last  for  fifty  years.  It  is  hard 
to  put  faith  in  the  staying  power 
of  something  that  has  existed  for 
a  shorter  period  of  time  than  we 
have.  For  now,  and  hopefully 
for  many  years  to  come,  books 
will  remain  the  official  record 
with  which  we  all  remember. 
This  volume  is  meant  to  be  kept, 
placed  on  a  bookshelf  or  table, 
and  to  remain  with  its  owner 
for  years.  With  proper  care,  this 
book  shall  outlive  its  owner  and 
the  lives  of  all  who  appear  in 
it.  This  book  then  becomes  an 
historical  document,  a  primary 


source  that  future  generations 
will  use  to  study  what  it  was 
like  to  be  a  college  student  at 
the  beginning  of  this  century. 
It  is  hard  to  imagine  electronic 
sources  lasting  as  long  as  this 
book. 

So,  late  as  it  is,  this  book 
does  serve  invaluable  purposes. 
Those  who  feelthat  the  students 
do  not  value  a  yearbook,  I 
ask  that  you  exercise  some 
patience.  The  inexperience  and 
eagerness  sometimes  result  in 
failed  projects,  but  the  value 
of  this  continued  project  can 
only  increase  over  time.  With 
this  in  mind,  I  present  the  2006 
Kaleidoscope.

The  Year 
in  Review 


A  start  to  the  year  by  looking  back. 

World  War  II: 
60  Years  After 


Starting  on  the  warm,  sunny  afternoon 
of  9  September  2005,  the  Wilson  Center 
began  a  series  of  events  that  looked  back 
on  the  defining  event  of  the  Twentieth 
Century.  The  important  events  that  told 
the  history  of  the  war  and  Hampden- 
Sydney's  involvement  in  it  had  full 
audiences  that  were  amazed  with  the 
histories  given  by  scholars  like  Gerhard 
L.  Weinberg  and  Larry  I.  Bland,  along 
with  the  recounting  of  experiences  by 
alumni  like  Keith  Eubank  '42,  William 
Hoffman  '49,  William  Hay,  Jr.  '42,  and 
Arthur  Stevens  '49. 


Perhaps  the  most  lasting  statement  came 
from  Lt.  Gen.  and  President  Emeritus 
Samuel  Vaughan  Wilson  during  the 
memorial  service  for  those  who  died  in 
service  to  their  country  during  the  war. 
Wilson  reminded  those  in  attendance 
just  how  important  an  Allied  victory 
was  in  Europe,  and  that  the  memory  of 
those  who  did  not  return  must  always 
be  with  us.  To  close  out  his  speech, 
Wilson  quoted  the  memorial  at  the  British 
Memorial  Cemetery  in  India,  stating:  "For 
their  tomorrow,  We  gave  our  today." 


On  9  September,  Lt.  Gen.  Sam  Wilson  led  a  memorial 
service  honoring  the  Hampden-Sydney  men  who  gave 
the  ultimate  sacrifice  during  World  War  U..

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The  weekend  of  September  30  to  October

the  College  Activities  Committee  also 
sponsored  a  Casino  Night  in  the  Tiger  Inn, 
and  Dean  Fleck  hosted  a  reception  where 
students,  family,  and  faculty  could  all  mingle 
together. 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  the  Football 
Tigers  played  Bridgewater  College  and 
the  Soccer  Tigers  took  on  Emory  &  Henry. 
Though  the  football  team  was  unable  to 
give  the  large  crowd  a  victory,  H-SC  did 
defeat  E  &  H,  3-1. 


Family  Weekend 


Running  concurrent  to  Parents  Weekend  was  a  two-day  symposium  on  Don  Quixote,  a 
celebration  of  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  first  modern  novel  and  the  culmination  of  a  six- 
week  class  taught  by  Doctors  Hardy  and  Susan  Smith,  which  featured  many  guest  speakers.

Kagan  mentions,  "The  notion  of  producing 
a  play-within-a-play  fascinated  me  because  I 
could  not  thmk  of  a  better  play  to  celebrate 
the  restoration  of  the  college  theatre."

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Wilson-Mottley  Library 
Dedicated. 


On  Friday,  4  November  2005,  the 
site  of  the  new  Hampden-Sydney 
College  Library  was  dedicated 
in  a  ceremony  presided  over  by 
Dr.  Walter  M.  Bortz  III,  President 
of  the  college,  and  attended 
by  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  faculty,  staff,  students, 
and  friends  of  the  College. 

The  $17.5  million  building  will 
be  located  directly  across  from 
Gilmer  Hall  on  what  was  known 
as  the  McFarland  property.   The 


new  library  will  be  78,000  square 
feet,  approximately  the  same  size 
as  Kirby  Field  House. 

According  to  Dr.  Sharon  Goad, 
Director  of  Eggleston  Library,  "A 
key  feature  is  that  wireless  access 
will  be  available  everywhere 
within  the  building."  The  building 
will  also  have  space  for  350,000 
volumes,  which  allows  the  current 
collection  of  215,000  to  expand 
substantially.

For  over  two  centuries,  the  Union-Philanthropic  So- 
ciety has  offered  Hampden-Sydney  a  unique  forum 
for  discussion.  Whether  debating  the  ethics  of  slav- 
ery— in  1810 — or  discussing  the  various  views  of  the 
historical  Jesus — in  1996 — the  Society  has  continually 
provided  the  College  with  an  unparalleled  source  for 
the  oratorical  and  literary  improvement  of  her  sons. 

Rather  than  narrowly  focus  on  a  single  sub- 
ject, the  Society  has  long  complemented  the  College's 
liberal  curriculum  by  addressing  topics  from  a  variety 
of  issues.  Each  week,  the  Society  analyzes  a  different 
item  from  literature,  politics,  or  the  arts.  The  Society's 
exercises  quickly  train  its  members  to  think  clearly, 
argue  coherently,  and  speak  forcefully  on  any  topic.

The  H-SC  Tiger  Men's  Chorus 

Named  the  Outstanding  Student  Organization  for  the 
1999-2000  academic  year,  the  Men's  Chorus  is  also 
one  of  the  oldest  official  organizations  on  campus.  Its 
roots  date  back  to  the  1820s.  Membership  is  open  to 
any  student  interested  in  choral  singing;  a  brief  audi- 
tion with  the  director  is  required  to  place  singers  in 
the  correct  voice  part.  Members  of  the  Men's  Chorus 
earn  1  hour  of  academic  credit  for  each  semester  in 
which  they  are  enrolled. 

The  group  presents  several  concerts  during 
the  school  year,  including  a  Parents  Weekend  Concert 
and  a  Festival  of  Lessons  &  Carols  in  early  Decem- 
ber. There  is  a  long  tradition  of  joining  forces  in  the 
Spring  semester  with  an  area  women's  chorus  for 
formal  concerts  with  orchestra.  In  1999,  Schubert's 
Mass  in  G  was  performed  with  Sweet  Briar  College, 
while  in  2000,  Vivaldi's  Gloria  was  performed  with 
Salem  College.  In  2002,  the  Gloria  by  John  Rutter  was 
performed  with  Mary  Baldwin  College;  excerpts  from 
Handel's  Messiah  were  sung  in  Staunton  and  Hamp- 
den-Sydney by  the  same  forces  in  2004. 

One  of  the  most  visible  groups  on  campus,  the 
Men's  Chorus  also  represents  the  College  off  cam- 
pus at  schools,  churches,  alumni  meetings,  and  other 
events  and  venues  throughout  the  eastern  U.S.  Tour- 
ing has  become  an  integral  part  of  the  Men's  Chorus 
Program.

The  Hampden-Sydney  Volunteer  Fire  Department 
Although  the  majority  of  members  are  students,  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Volunteer  Fire  Department  is  nei- 
ther a  student  club  nor  a  College  organization.  Rath- 
er, it  is  a  non-profit  corporation  that  was  reorganized 
in  October  1970  and  incorporated  in  1982  as  a  Prince 
Edward  County  fire  department  to  provide  protection 
to  the  College  and  central  areas  of  Prince  Edward 
County.  In  addition,  the  Department  operates  an 
Emergency  First  Responder  program  that  coordinates 
with  the  Prince  Edward  Volunteer  Rescue  Service 
in  the  provision  of  emergency  pre-hospital  care.  The 
department  is  operated  by  corporation  officers:  a 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Member- at-Large. 
Fireground  operations  are  directed  by  the  Chief, 


Assistant  Chief,  Captain,  and  three  Lieutenants.  All 
offices  and  positions  are  elected  by  the  active  mem- 
bership of  the  Department. 

The  Department  currently  operates  a  1997 
Pierce  1,250-GPM  pumper,  a  1980  Ford  1000-GPM 
pumper,  a  1976  Ford  250-GPM  1250-gallon  tanker,  a 
2005  Smeal  75'  ladder  truck,  a  1993  Ford  E-350  utility 
and  personnel  vehicle,  a  1987  GMC  brush  truck,  and 
a  1988  Chevrolet  Emergency  First  Responder  vehicle. 
The  station  is  located  at  the  south  end  of  campus, 
next  to  the  College's  water  tower.  Mailing  address:

Fire  alarms  are  dispatched  by  radio  from  the 
fire-rescue  dispatcher  at  the  Farmville  Police  Depart- 
ment. Firefighters  are  called  by  the  fire  siren  atop 
Venable  Hall,  alert  signals  in  Gilmer  Science  Center 
and  the  Commons,  and  by  portable  paging  radios.
